"Be Clear, Be Brief," Says 
Former McGill Debater 



Expert Stresses 
Need of Contact 
With Audience 



Mr. Edmund Collard, McGill 
Graduate and former president of 
the Debating Union Society, last 
night gave a talk entitled "The 
Psychology of Public Speaking" in 
the Conference Room at Strathcona 
Hall. He was dntroduced by Ernest 
Skutezky, the president of the 
Soeiety.- 

The speaker opened his address 
by explaining that the actual mean- 
ing of his title was: the common 
sense rules governing the mental 
reactions of one's audience. He 
stressed that such points as pro- 
nunciation, tone and voice were 
only relative and of minor import- 
ance. "Therefore," he said, "find out 
the kind of audience to which you 
are going to speak. Consider your 
audience as a group of living peo- 
ple.- not as mere inanimate objects. 
Remember that your mind is at- 
tempting to communicate with other 
minds.

Roosevelt Takes Offensive 

President Roosevelt took the diplomatic offensive against Japan. Ho 
asked why the Japanese have such a large concentration of troops in 
French Indo'China. Meanwhile, the arrival of heavy British naval re- 
inforcements at Singapore was taken to Indicate that the British were 
ready to meet any Japanese aggression. 

Setback Suffered in Libya 

The British suffered a setback in Libya when Axis tank units from 
west break through Tobruk corridor. Cairo announces, however, that the 
victory was only a local one and declared that Tobruk's link with Rezegb 
bad not been Wholly broken. 

Churchill Calls for More Conscripts 

Prime MinUter Churchill called upon Britain for 3,000,000 more con- 
scripts. He also would>equire young women under 30 to serve In uni- 
form. He told the House of Commons that the crisis of equipment is 
largely over and that the crisis of manpower and of womenpowar is at 
hasd and will dominate the year 1M3.

The Hansard Reoprts, are de- 
signed for exactly that purpose, 
to report the proceedings in 
Parliament All debates, disciu- 
sions, questions and general 
steam (including "laughter," 
"Applause," "hear hear") ;are, 
Included In HÙisard. 'It 'is the 
privilege, nay, the duty of all 
citizens of this great democracy 
to read the reports regularly 
and to swallow its contents. The'

Opportunity has ct last been provided for conslderotion of on 
important problem which confronts university students, not only of 
McGill, but of .Queen's, Western, and Toronto. 

Within the next few doys the Conodlon Intercolleglote Athletic 
Union will meet In coniunctlon witii the principols and presidents of 
those universities to discuss the controversy over exhibition gomes 
between colleges. The decision arrived ot will undoubtedly form the 
basis of policy for the duration of the war. 

Since this matter concerns students primarily, it is our view, oi 
well OS thot of the compus executives whose letter oppears itisewhere 
in this issue, that the conference should take into account student 
opinion on this matter. 

The cniy way In which accurate student opinion con'be oscer- 
.iolned Is through a student poll carried out ot these four universities. 

Three points for conslderotion hove been odvonced in the letter 
to the Doily; we hove others to add. The first three points ore os 
follows: 

"We feel thot we ore losing out on one of the greatest natural . 
sporting oltroctions wiilch could and should be used os a means of 
raising funds for furthering the war effort; 

"We fee that inter-college gomes ore the best meons of roising 
and keeping on a high level student morale, particularly during war 
time; 

"We feel that the students hove the time to ploy these gomes 
because olreody exhibition games hove been arranged with load teoms 
which require the same amount of time os If the gomes were played 
with other colleges." 

The reasons which we would odvonce ore concerned more with 
the generol aspects of the problem, rother thon the specific point of 
view of sport In the first place, the Intercollefliote isolotion which 
results from the bon on reclprocol visits provides one more foctor to 
work ogolnsf notionol unity. Furthermore, since such a ban also pro- 
hibits Amerieon teams from visiting Canadian universities, Americon 
students ore thot much less Informed on the part Conoda is ploying 
In the wor. Moreover, gate receipts, which would moke o hondsome 
contribution to the war effort, would more thon compensate for ony 
Inslgnlflconf loss of time caused by these gomes; time which In any 
cose will be lost through portlclpotlon In othleties, whether it be Inter- 
collegiote. exhibition, Intromurol, Intersection, or even solitaire.

As Dale spent a few well 
earned moments over a cup of 
coffee In the Jit, the mysterious 
initials were fUled with life, a 
life very near to that of the 
campus.. It appears that he had 
Just received a letter from his 
chief in Geneva in which be

Ish prisoners' of war in Ger- 
many. The letter brimmed over 
with gratitude for work of the 
ISS in Canada which had aided 
so materially in negoUatlons 
with the German authorities.

for lowbrows only

Anent our discussion on obscenity and vul- 
garity in literature, and especially that, so- 
called, in the works ot Mr. Joyce, we may per- 
mit ourselves ithejuxuryj^of^a. slight digression 
by way of an extmded quoUtlon from an essay 
by Aldous Huxley. He Is seemingly a most 
appropriate person to cite on such a subject, 
even at the risk of rebuke for literary thievery. 
As Disraeli once said, plaeiarlsts have, at least, 
the merit of preservation, and for Its value to 
criUclsm this passage is singularly worthy of 
that honour. In his pamphlet, then, entitled 
"Vulgarity In Literature," Mr. Huxley says: 

"Here I may speak without irrelevance of 
that curious dullness ot perception, that lack 
of discrimination displayed,' as every critic 
must have had many opportunities of amazedly 
discovering, by even apparently ^intelligent 
readers, not to mention all the othersV' Because 
we all know how to read, we imagine that we 
know what we read. Enormous fallBcyl In 
reality, I imagine, the gift of literary discrim- 
ination is at least as rare as that of musical 
discrimination. We admit quite cheerfully the 
truth about music. But it music were not an 
educational luxury; if every child were taught 
its notes as now it is taught Its letters, if piano 
playing were, like geometry and French gram- 
mar, a compulsory subject in every school cur- 
riculum, what then? Should we as easily admit 
our lack of musical discrimination as we do at 
present, when most ot us have never , learned 
to read a simple melody or play on any Instru- 
ment? I think not Knowing something about 
the technique of music, we should imagine that 
we knew something (or, more probably, that 
we knew everything) about lU substance. 
Anyhow, this is what seems to have happened 
in the case of literature. Because we have 
spent some years in acquiring the art ot read- 
ing books, we think we have acquired the art 
of judging them. But In spite ot uhlveirsal edu- 
cation, there are still vast numbers ot people 
who spontaneously love the lowest when they 
read it, and a great many more who, 16vlng the 
highest, also love, if not the lowest, at any rate 
the low and the middling with an equal and 
quite undiscrimlnatlng enthusiasm. To a sensitive 
critic the judgments passed on books by quite 
intelligent and highly educated people often 
seem bewildering in their irrelevance and ap- 
parent perversity. He hears them speaking of 
utterly dissimilar works, as though there were 
nothing to choose between them. One happens 
to be refined and another vulgar; one genuine 
and another manifestly a fraud and a forgery. 
But such trifling differences seem to pass quite 
unnoticed. There are men, I suppose, who find 
it hard to distinguish between a dog and a 
toasting fork; but one seldom meets them, l>e- 
cause they are almost all in asylums. But men 
who . fail. to^^UnffUlsh between works of art 
which, tor''the''Mh8ltlve critic, are at least as 
dissimilar as dogs and toasting forks, run no 
risk of being cerUfied as Insane. On the con- 
trary, they seem to be destined, in most cases, 
to become either the Head Masters ot our most 
splendid Public Schools, or else Prime 
Minister*" 

The emphasis of this passage for the purpose 
at hand lies not on the last sentence, but on the 
statement that there are many people still en 
joying their civil and social freedom of action 
in whom the highest, the middling, and the 
lowest in literary taste is met with equal en 
thusiasm. This, in a few words, says what we 
have been trying to get aroimd to for several 
weeks. 

Nor is the application ot this statement to 
our discussion of Joyce's "Ulysses" at all far- 
fetched. The purpose ot this column is to 
create an interest in reading and to urge dls' 
crimination. If you know your tastes are high, 
read "Wysses" carefully, and marvel at the 
craftsmanship ot Its author. If your tastes are 
low, do not read it, for you will do It harm by 
putting it on the mental shelf beside the ten 
cent pulp magazine. If you are a proper low- 
brow and not yet quite aware ot where your 
tastes He, read it roughly first; taste It, so to 
speak, and read about It It you find la the 
end your dominant Impression of the book to 
be one of obscenity, give up the effort and re- 
turn to "Thrilling Western." But if, on the 
other hand, you find your dominant impression 
forming as one ot enthusiasm and beauty, read 
on, carefully now, for In you the late Mr. Joyce 
will have found the type ot audience he sought.

A UNIVERSITE EDUCATION 
vn>ta the average university .student begins 
to wonder why, apart from utilitarian reasons, 
he or Hit is at a university, and what there la 
really to be gained from the three or four years 
spent In the pursuit ot knowledge in the midst 
of more or less congenial surroundings and as 
sociales, ^the various aspects and advantages 
which come to mind like an overwhelming 
flood, thanks to the vicissitudes ot experience, 
cannot but Impress the fact that the benefits 
to be obtained from a university course are 
manifold. 

To begin with, education, in a general sense, 
is, or ought to be, a drawing out and developing 
of the natural talents, abilities and character- 
istics of the student The university Is the 
training ground of intellect and character, 
where the youth may come to know himself, 
and grow to understand and estimate his 
powers. Here the student is an Individual in 
the midst ot many; the size and conception ot 
the institution at first nuke one realize what 
a small and insignificant part one is of the 
grèat whole; and to a student fredi from the 
glories ot the sixth form and seniority at 
school, this 'sensation is often keenly unpleasant 
Gradually, however, the sense of newness and 
strangeness wear off; one accepts the situation, 
and begins to consider what is the meaning 
of it all, and what is Ihe desired result brought 
about by the long grind of the mill. 

The elemental principle of education Is com 
monly agreed to be learning in one or other, ot 
tbe departments fit lsnovled£«i 3£I)a.t^ec course 



^ of study we take up, we cannot but admit that 
"learning endueth men's minds with a &ue 
sense ot the frailty of their persons, the casual- 
ty ot their fortunes, and the dignity of their 
soul and vocation." The avenue which is open- 
ed up before us, is full ot the sunshine ot the 
morning, and wherever we set our feet, we 
find new and imknown delights to attract and 
test the mind. It Is true that knowledge serves 
to broaden the interest and widen the sym- 
pathies, while the discipline ot study, a com- 
pelling master to the eager neophyte, so trains 
and develops the mind as to enable it the bet- 
ter to deal with the problems ot lite. The 
"house ot the Interpreter" is open to all, and to 
the open mind it Imparts a refining influence 
and culture in the purest sense. Many of the 
so-called "useless subjects" which are taught at 
a university, though perhaps apparently quite 
impractical, offer the gift ot precedent to bo 
applied to practical experiment, and fully Justi- 
fy Bacon's maxim that "reading roaketh a full 
man," by the fundamental and far-reaching in- 
fluence which they eventually have over the 
Intellects on which they are impressed. 

Another aspect of cOUege lite Is the oppor- 
tunity to take part In sport, to join literary 
clubs, and to hold executive positions in wder- 
graduate societies. Athletics in every form 
develop the physique and affords excellent op- 
portunities in team work. The literary soci- 
ties which exist at most unlverslUes today, en- 
able talents for literature and for oratory to 
come to light which might otherwhise have re- 
mained latent WlUlst the constitutional and 
executive duties Incident to Important offices 
and posiUons of responsibility develop self-re 
liance, powers of leadership and, what is per- 
haps most important, the ability to Judge and to 
know one's fellow-men. 

All these factors In an tmdergraduate's life, 
but more especially the social side afforded by 
various student clubs and socleUes, are the 
means ot forming firm and lasting friendships, 
and It cannot be denied that this is one of the 
greatest advantages ot a college course. A uni 
verslty is a model state In miniature where 
each Individual takes his share in its policy, 
and as such it glvès an excellent training for 
one's future activities In the real world, but at 
the same time the free and pleasant life which 
it offers to all those within its walls, makes it 
seem like a vale In Arcady. 

The result of the varied and versatile life 
led by the average loyal and enthusiastic stu- 
dent, naturally has far-reaching effects on his 
or her character, subconscious though this In- 
fluence* may be. It Is the small niunber of the 
so-called educated men and women who con- 
trol the destinies ot tbe country, and as such 
it is their duty to prepare thenuelves so that 
they may put their abilities to the best possible 
use in the service ot their country and the prog- 
ress ot civilization. When the end of under- 
graduate life has been reached; and^the summit 
ot a degree has been attained, how many can 
say with Dante, "All men are delighted to look 
back." It rests with each Individual student to 
make the contemplation as fair in retrospect as 
it was in prospect, and It fortune smiles, to ac- 
complish his task, and, like "plus Aeneas" of 
old, carry out his duty to himself and his kin- 
dred, his country and tbe all-ruling One.

Dear Sir,- We are of tbe under- 
standing that the question ot ex- 
hibition games with other colleges 
is coming under review by the C.l. 
A.U. and the University Principals 
within a very few days. In view of 
this meeting we are writing .this 
letter to the Dally as we feel that 
this matter should be brou^t to 
the attention ot the student body as 
a whole.

Such 
was the statement officially Issued 
by the Department of Ante-classl- 
cal Studies at McGlU. 

Mr. Hugues-Kennedy, who, after 
studying many years in this college, 
and delving for many more years 
amongst the ruins at Angkor, final 
ly achieved his life-long ambition 
when he discovered! traced in rude 
characters on tho inside of a pillar, 
these 'magnificent exponents of the 
superior culture of old.' He has 
translated them into the English 
language in its Anglo-Saxon form, 
with the purpose of rendering them 
intelligiblo to tho common num. and 
yet of preserving their paleoic 
flavour. By his kind consent it is 
possible to reproduce some seiec' 
lions here, but, owing to typo-set

These and many others will be 
found in Mr. Hugues-Kcnncdy's 
little book, "Voices of Yesteryear." 
Mr. Kennedy was at McGill during 
the terms from 1929 to 1934; he was 
generally known around the Cam- 
pus for bis continued hstblt of 
snubbing "those illiterate En- 
gineers."
